Unemployment rarely has both­ 
ered the French, they say. because 
her system of work is based on the 
full order book. Men aren t laid off 
often because a business firm sel­ 
dom takes on men for a rush pe­ 
riod but keeps the old staff busy 
all the time, advance orders carry­ 
ing over any slack months. 
As em ­ 
ployment is constant, buying keeps 
up fairly well. 
The war reduced France’s m an­ 
power by a million and a half

replace this loss great numbers of 
Im m igrant laborers wee adm itted 
under tem porary M inistry of labor 
licenses, 
Now when unemployment 
threatens 
the 
m inistry 
merely 
stopped labor immigration. 
Plants Drop 
Depression, nevertheless, is rec­ 
ognized as affecting France to an 
increasing degree 
One indication 
is 
the 
automobile 
industry. The 
hugest plant here in April showed 
a drop of 7 percent in output from 
last year and in May this reduc­

became

percent. 
Some 
other makers did slightly better in­ 
cluding Ford who Is reported 
to 
have 
unproved

year s production of 1000 cars a 
month. 
O ther American cars have suf­ 
fered badly this summer, which is 
attributed to the disposition of the 
average Frenchm an to buy lower- 
priced 
cars. 
Luxury

French and American, sell as usual, 
the rich still being rich and wanting 
to spend their money.

46Sound Pencil” May 
Find Sea Dangers 


New York (AP*.—Use of a pencil 
of sound as an underw ater "search­ 
light" for greater safety at sea is 
forecast by Horatio W. Lamson of 
the General Radio com pany in a 
report to the Acoustical Society of 
I America. 
The pencil of sound is produced 
by "supersonics." th at is, by com­ 
paratively short wave lengths, pro­ 
duced 
at 
present from vibrating 
quartz crystals. 
The vibrating dia- 
! phragm when submerged may be 
swung about under water and Mr. 
Lamson says: 
"If these supersonic waves happen 
, to strike the submerged portion of 
an iceberg, sufficient energy will be 
reflected back to be received by a 
device sim ilar to the transm itter, 
and subsequently amplified and de­ 
tected audibly by heterodyne m eth­ 
ods. Thus we may anticipate hav­ 
ing in the future the supersonic 
I 'search light’ for locating in thick 
w eather such m enacing obstacles as 
(the huge icebergs."
